Enclosed is a letter from Special Assistant Disciplinary Counsel Kurt G. Paxson and a copy
of the Objection To Judge filed in the above referenced case. Therefore, we respectfully request that
a new judge be appointed to this case.

As a practical matter, I would respectfully suggest that you inquire with the judge to be
appointed as to: (1) whether he or she will be able to comply with the 180 day deadline by which the
case must be set for trial set forth in Section 3.07 of the Texas Rules of Disciplinary Procedure; and
(2) whether he or she can accommodate compliance with Mellon Service Co.. et al v. Touche Ross
Co., 946 S.W.2d 862 (Tex. App. - Houston [14th Dist.] 1997), which requires that all proceedings
incident to a case occur in the county of proper venue. If not, I would respectfully request that an
alternate appointment be made.

Once a new trial judge has been appointed, please forward the Court's appointing order to
the General Counsel's office of the State Bar of Texas.

Dear Judge Boone:

We enclose for your information a copy of the order of assignment, a copy of the
Disciplinary Action, a copy of the notification letter to Mr. Eisenman and Mr. Plotts, and a copy of
the letter to the District Clerk of Galveston County.
